Ata Meeting of the Committee of the above society, held thi« 
day, the Kev. Lkdward Whately in the chair, fourteen very distres-- 
ing cases of Orphanage presented themselves for admission. Fach 
of these children wee the lee ing of a mixed marriage, and there 
being no other Protestant A lum in which they could obtain a 
Shelter, the Committe were much pained to find that, regarding the 
matter in a financial p tot of view, they were not in a position to 
receive any of these Orphans, there belt already 156 under the care 
of the Society, while the funds were ex heusted, and their ati 
atthe clove of the month would be nearly 4400. The Committee 
felt that very great re*pomdibility rested on them in the 
cholee of either alternative presented: on the one hand, 
in reeetving thee children, the Committee would incur additional 
lebilities to the extent of about £80 a year; and, on the other, in 
relusing admission, they woul!’ be casting off so many members 
from the Protestant faith into the arms of the Romich Church, 
which would be only too ready to embrace them. Many of the poor 
widowed mothers (all Protestants) had already endured much 
suffering in th ir strucgle to preserve the Protestanti«m of their off- 
epring, ant had resisted many and tempting overtures from the 
Roman Catholte relatives of their deceased hausbe nds; and the Com- 
mittee felt that they wuuld be betraying the trust reposed in them 
by the Protestant public if teey did nut at once stretch oat a hand to 
rescue, sume at least, of these poor little ones from the peculiar peril to 
which they were expored ; and trust to Protestant benevolence and 
zeal for an indemnity in this exercise of their discretion. Accord- 
ingty, after a careful consideration of the circumstances of each case, 
the Committee resol ved on immediately admitting seven of the most ur- 
gent of the applications ; and now make this earnest appeal that such a 
mearnre of support may speedily be affe %o the Society as may 
enabie them, not only to meet theirí _., eased Habtiities, but to open 
their Goors to every really de“ d Protestant orphan ofa mixed 
marriage seeking shelter . chis Society.

108. There were made last year 106 new Military 
Companions’ Badges at £17 each. Mantles are 
dearer far than the robes of a Doctor of Divinity, 
; costing each just nineteen guineas. There isa 
| curious item of £180 188. for repairs to Collars, 
12 Badges, and Stars of the Bath, and another no less 
curious, because it is on the credit side, being an 
allowance in favour of the country of “ £2 for old 
gold”! These badges must be worth very little in- 
trinsically, since two pounds isthe total value of the 
damaged gold lace, &c., which cost £180 to repair. 
The insignia of the Order of the Garter in some 
respects are dearer, and in others cheaper than those 
of the Bath. The banners are costly things---that 
for the King of Portugal costing £27 178. 6d. The 
sixpence is worth nothing. But the mantles must 
be very gorgeous affairs, indeed, as they cost each 
£67 15s. The breast stars are very cheap, for there 
is an entry, “two breast stars for store, £2 148., or, 
£1 7s. each: but the garters are costly matters, 
one, likewise for store, having cost £30 10s. Among 
the other items there is a charge of £23 6s. for re- 
pairing the maces of the House of Lords and Com- 
mons. Is this an annually recurring charge? The 
collars of all the Orders, and all the iusignia of the 
Garter and Thistle, are returned to the Lord Cam 
berlain upon the decease of the Knights to whom 
they were issued, and when a Knight of the Bath is 
promoted to a higher grade in the order, he returns 
ery. the lower . In other cases the 
nsignia becomes the erty of the Knights. We 
do not know why 4 prevails; but, as 
every servant of her Majesty has to pay for the cost 
of his uniform, we do not see why Knights should 
not pay for their own decoration. The sum, indeed, 
is small, only £3,541. Still, this is but a specimen 
of a host of charges, each insignificant in itself, but, 
in the aggregate, exhausting a large amount of the 


resources.

Bevrast Loven Reoarra.—The gig race for thirty 
sovereigns, which was to have come off at Cultra on 
the first or secoud day-of the regatta, but was deterred 
in consequence of the unfavourable state of the Lough, 
took place on Friday at this town. There were three 
entries—the Clydesdale (Clyde Rowing Club), the Una 
(J. U. Keogh, Esq ), and the Glance (Dublin University 
Rowing Club); but, in consequence of the postpone- 
ment, the crew of the Una were obliged to leave- without 
taking part in the race. The starting point was ats 
yawi moored in the channel, nearly opposite the en. 
trance to the Clarendon Dock, and the race was round 
two buoys placed in the channel between the Queen’s 
and the Tin Islands, and distant an English mile from 
the yawi, so that the whole course was as near as pos 
sible two miles. The start was effected at about 29 
minutes past two p.m. The Clydesdale, which was 
the shorter boat by eight or ten feet, and much lighter, 
got speedily ahead, about half a boat's length, but the 
University men reversed the position of affairs, and 
shot in advange, apparently with little exertion, before 
the centre ot the Queen's Island had been reached. 
This advantage was maintained by them until the 
buoys were reached, but after rounding the Clydesdale 
appeared in front on the return, and gradually left the 
Glance further and further behind, Indeed, the re- 
turn race, unlike the outgoing, was ecarcely contested 
at all. The men of the Glance made little exertion, 
and the Clydesdale, having got sufficiently ahead, 
came up leisurely to the winning point. The distance 
from the yawl to the buoy was got over in five 
minutes, the retu-n of the Clydesdale occupied 
64 minutes, the Glance coming in a minute and a-half 
later. An objection was immediately lodged by ‘the 
crew of the latter boat, and the money claimed, on the 

ound that the Ciydesdale had fouled them in round- 
ing the buoys; but a quorum of the committee, after 
hearing the statements on either side, came to the con- 
clusion that the Scotchmen should receive the prize, 
and the thirty sovereigns were handed over to them 
accordingly. There can be no doubt that, had the

MEMORIAL TO APMIRAL- BLAKE —A memorial, the 
only one yet raised lo Admiral Blake, has been erected 
within these few days in the Gourts of Assize at Taunton. 
It consists of a portrait bust of Blake, designed by Bally, 
and executed in thestudio of Mr. Vapworth, his son-in-law, 
with a pedestal, and an inscription frem the pen of Mr. 
Hepworth Dizon, Mr. R. Arthur Kinglake, of Weston- 
super-Mare, has been chiefly instrumental in the erection 
of this monument tothe naval hero of the Common wealth, 
and has judiciously enlisted the feeling of the county 
of Somerset in perpet ng one of its proudest re- 
miniscences, The hope wiih Lord Macaulay expressed 
shortly before his death is thereby realised, and the 
features of Blake will te now familiarly identified with 
the scene of one of his bravest exploits, his birthplace, 
and the chief town of the county of 'which his reputa 
tion was the boast. The design of the memorial is 
happily adapted to the place which it occupies, thougs 
jt suggests the want of a companion bust, which migh. 
be fitiy supplied by the other great Somersetshire wor 
thy, John Locke. ‘The erection of such monuments, 
while it illustrates our history in situ, has a tendency 
to promote provincial spirit in its wortbiest form of 
emulation ; and for its promotion of patriotic influences 
or its expression of the gratitude of posterity it de- 
serves equally to be noted and encouraged.

The marshal commanding the troops also published, 
on the same day the following proclamation : — 

* By order of the Government, in consequence ot the 
tarmait and events of last evening, the state of siege is de- 
clared in this capital, in conformity with the articles of 
the royal ordinance thereto relating. The general di 
rection devolving upon me, as commandant of the place. 
I feel assured that all the inhabitants of this noble capi- 
tal, in their sublime civilisation, and with their already 
proved energy, will co operate in promoting the wel- 
fare of the country with all their means and all their 
good-will, and that they will conform to the provisions 
of the law, to which every good citizen owes obedience 
In consequence the following decisions have been taken 

me -I. All assemblages of more than ten persons 
are forbidden, and should any such be formed they wil!

The‘ military cabinet’ which accompanied 
the Regent to Baden, works night and day under the 
direction of General Manteuffel. The Minister at War 
is also at Baden. These two personages desire to com- 
plete the new organisation of the army with all speed.’ 

The Presse has reason to believe that, with the ex- 
ception of the news about the meeting at Chalons, as to 
which it desires to express no opinion, the above cor- 
respondence very accurately describes the state of 
affairs in Germany. It considers it to be “more and 
more evident that the interview was all but barren of 
any resvit, so faras regards an understanding between 
the Governments ; but it isa great point, and one of 
happy augury for Germany, that the Prince Regent did 
not budge an inch on this critical occasion. If Prussia 
continues firm, the union will effect itself, and that 
under the most favourable circumstances. 

The New Prussian Gazette says, with respect to the 
announced interview between the Prince Regent and 
the Emperor Alexander at Wildbad, where the Empress 
Mother is staying, that its latest intelligence from St. 
Petersburg makes no mention of it; and that the 
journey of the Prince Regent to the camp of Chalons 
appears for the present to be a mere rumour devoid of 
all foundation. 


SWEEDEN AND NORWAY. 

A communication from Stockholm says: — 

“ The King, towards the end of July, will go to Dron- 
theim to be crowned as King of Norway. Most of the 
members of the Royal Family are travelling; the Queen 
is in the Duchy of Nassau with her two sons, the Dukes 
of Wermeland and Gothland; the Princess Eugenia, 
the King’s sister, is inthe island of Gothland; the Prince 
Augustus, younger brother of the King, is in Germany, 
and going to Switzerland. The Duke of Ostgothland is 
the only Prince who remains in the capital; he is l'resi- 
dent of the Councilot Regency, which has been estab- 
lished during the King’s absence, and it is he who, as 
High Admiral, will command the squadron which is to 
convey the King and Queen to Drontheim. The two 
Queens Dowager, the widow of Charles John XIV. and 
ut Oscar, have not left their residences.”

on RELIEF (IRELAND) BILL. 

Captain E= AON DTH. wished to ask the Chief Secre- 
tary tor Ireland what course the Government meant to 
pursue with regard to the Poor Relief (Ireland) Bill, and 
with regard to the renewal of the powers of the Irish 
Poor Law Commission. The powers of the commis- 
sioners would expire.this month, and he trusted that 
they would not be renewed for more than one year. 

Mr. CARDWELL said, with respect to the question 
put to him by the hon. baronet (Sir E. Grogan), he 
could only state that as soon as the circumstances elicited 
at the trial held the week before last came to their know- 
ledge, the Government called upon the Crown Solicitor to 
furnish an accurate statement of the depositions of the 
witnesses. Whien the statement was obtained an inquiry 
was immediately institated, which was still pending, 
and of course he could not say what would be its result, 
With regard to the other question put to him, he had 
fixed the committee on the Poor Relief (Ireland) Bill for 
12 o'clock on Friday, the 13th; but owing to the present 
state of public business he feared there would not be that

REMOVAL OF imme POOR 

Mr. LANIGAN rove to call atteation to the admin- 
istration of the Poor Law in the St. Pancras division, 
Middlesex, to the correspondence between the Home 
secretary and the magistrates of the above division. 
together with the depostions of the poor Irish woman, 
Mary Carter, wich a view to ascertain what steps the 
Government intended to take in the matter. The hon. 
nember said that the law regarding the removal of 
Irish or Scotch paupers from Englaud required an in- 
quiry to be instituted before the magistrates, and the 
pauper to be examined previous to his or her removal. 
In this instance that had not been done, as the corres- 
pondence which had been laid upon the table showed 
that Mary Carter had never been examined by the 
magistrates who signed the warrant for her removal, 
but that that document had been founded entirely upun 
the deposition of the parish officer. 

Sir G. C. LEW Is said that it undoubtedly appeared 
from the correspondence which had been laid before 
the House, that this proceeding wus irregular, because, 
although the order of removal recited that upon the 

xamination of the said Mary Carter, taken on oath 
before us, which examination is hereto annexed, it 
ippears to our satisfaction that she was born in Íre- 
land, the woman was not examined, nor was her ex- 
mination anvexed to the order. It was obviously 
desirable that magistrates should be careful how im- 
portant instruments of this kind were executed, and he 
would suggest that, if parish officers in London went 
before the stipendiary magistrates, instead of before the 
Middlesex justices, it was probable that a more exact 
practice would be followed, The removal of paupers 
was not by law vested in the guardians, but was leit 
entirely in the power of the parish officers. The Poor 
Law Commissioners had no power to make any regu- 
lations with respect to the manner in which the law of 
removal should be executed, and he thoughtit not un- 
air to surmise that if they had such authority some of 
these irregularities and inconveniences would be pre- 
vented. 

Mr. BRADY complained that the reply of the right 
hon. barovet the Home Secretary was most unsatisfac- 
tory. Two magistrates had deliberately signed a paper 
declaring that this poor woman had been examined by 
them, when she bad not; and he asked the right hon, 
baronet whether, alter that, he thought that they were 
proper persons to continue in the commission of the 
peace, 

Mr. k. JAMES wished to say a few words upon this 
subject, as the magistrates whose conduct had been de 
scribed as heartless” were constituents of his, The 
magistrates sat in the vestry hall of St. Paocras, and had 
a great deal of miscellaneous business to transact. The 
order of removal in the case of Mary Carter was laid 
vefore them, together with a mass of other papers, 
lor their signature. When they went to the work 
house Mary Carter refused to appear before them, 
and the Act of Parliament did not allow them to 
compel her. Her statement was not taken, but satisfac- 
tory evidence was given to the magistrates of the facts 
ithe case. No.doubt the —— committed a 
m stake in putting their signatures tala document which 
stated that Mary Carter had been examined, but their 
wnduct did not justify the strong epithets which had 
been hurled against them. ‘Ihe law under which 
Mary Carter was removed was harsh io itself, and he, 
for one, should be glad to see its severity mitigated. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. RUEBUCK could not understand the apology of 
the hon. and learned gentioman. When the niagis- 
trates signeda letter which stated that Mary Carter 
had been examined, they knowingly put their hands to 
a falsehood. They ought to be visited with chastise- 
ment, (Hear, hear. 

Mr. II. HERBERT believed that magistrates were 
in the habit of signing orders of removal without ex- 
amining the paupers. Mary Carter had been illegally 
treated under a harsh law, and he hoped steps would 
be taken to remedy the injustice which had been in- 
flicted upon her. 

Mr. MMAION said the conduct of the magistrates 
was quite unjustifiable. They had made a false repre 
sentation of tacts in the discharge of their official duty, 
and ought, at least, to be removed from the commission 
vt the peace. 

Mr. V. SCULLY charged the magistrates, not with 
wilful falsehood, but with extreme negligence, and with 
incapacity and unfitness for the position they occupied. 
Ane proceeding was not merely irregular, but grossly 
legal. A grave question affecting the liberty of the 
subject was at stake, It was not to be borne that any. 
one in a free country should be liable to be seized and 
carried offin this summary way. Irish members might 
easily put a stop to such things if they would come to a 
determination not to allow the business of the House to 
proceed until a remedy were provided. It was no use 
going on deputations to Ministers on such matters.

THE IRISH POOR IN ENGLAND—IMPORTANT 
EVIVENCE. 
(FROM OUR OWN BREFO

London, Saturday. 

The Select Committee appointed to inquire into the 
present law of Irremovable Poor sat yesterday at ove 
o'clock. Present —Mr. Villiers(Chairman), Sir Edward 
Grogan, Mr, Heary Herbert, Mr. Tollemache, Sir Wil- 
liam Miles, Mr. Sotheron Estcourt, Mr. Gregory, Mr. 
Maguire, Mr. Beecrcft, 

The Irish Attorney-General and Chief Secretary were 
in attendance, 

Mr. Henry M'Farlane, Chairman of the North Dublin 
Union, whose examination was resumed at the sitting 
of the committee this day, proceeded to state the par- 
ticulars of the case which he had mentioned last day. 
In the meantime, he might mention why the Dublin 
unions had determined to abandon any further attempt 
at appealing against unjust removals. In 1851, they 
had appealed against a vase of hardship, and had lodged 
with the Poor Law Board £100 for the purpose. 
From the we which took place bo- 
tween the several Boards of Guardians and the 
English and Irish Pour Law Boards, and the 
numerous inquiries necessary, so much time 
was lost that one day had elapsed beyond the six 
months within, which an appeal could be prosecuted. 
The English Poor Law Board, in returning the corres- 
pondence in this case, adm tte! that the law was imper- 
fect. The union had taken the opinion of Mr. Henn, 
C, and found that they were not justified in applying 
union funds for the carrying on the preliminary laquiry 
necessary to an appeal; and, should they succeed in the 
appeal, they had uo power to compel the poor person to 
return to the parish from which he bad ben illegally 
removed. To expect, ia every instance, to procure 
veluntary funds for tae purpose was out of the ques- 
Hon. 

Mr. Villiers—But is not the Poor Law Board in 
Eugiand legally liable to make the preliminary in- 
quiry? 

Mr. M‘Farlane-- Yes; the preliminary inquiry rests with 
them, but theduty of carrying on the prosecution after- 
wards Jevolves upon us, and in the case which we tried, 
our efforts were readered abortive by the course p 
by the Board in London. We judge from the statements 
of the paupers as to their native parishes, and in some 
cases examine them on oath. The Assistant Oommis- 
sioner attends at the workhouse to administer the oath 
in any case which we consider necessary to inquire into. 

Mr. Herbert—You said that you had no power to send 
the pauper back even in the event of your succeeding 
on appeal. What redress have you ? 

Mr. M'Farlane—None, unless the pauper volun- 
tarily returns to the parish from which he was removed. 

Sir W. Miles—Can you not withhold reilef to compel 
him to remove ? 

Mr. M'Farlane— No, 

M. Villiers—Has not the pauper a right of action 
against the removing parish ? 

Mr. M'Farlane—None, as far as I have learned. 

The Chairman—Has pot the union which relieved him 
a right of action against the removing parish ? 

r. M Farlane— None. 

Sir Edward Grogan—Practically, has an appeal been 
ever lodged against an Knyglish parish in which a deci- 
sion has been in favour of the Irish union ?
